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DETAILED ACTION 

Summary 

1 . This Office Action is based on the Response to Non-Final Office Action filed with 
the Office on September 24, 2009, regarding the TABUCHI et al. application. 

2. Claims 1, 3, 4, 7, 9, and 10 are currently pending and have been fully 
considered. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it 
MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Ms. Mary Hess Eliason, Attorney for the Applicants on December 
3, 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 1 , line 2 now reads as follows: 

introducing a sample consisting essentially of a protein to be tested 
dissolved in water into one end of an electrophoresis channel; and 



Claims 6 and 8 are cancelled. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 now 
recites that a sample consisting essentially of a protein to be tested dissolved in 
water is introduced into the end of an electrophoresis channel and then subjected 
to electrophoresis without heat-denaturing treatment. Such limitations are not 
recited in the prior art of record, nor anticipated by any other prior art found 
during subsequent searching. Further, these limitation are not rendered obvious 
by any suggestion of the prior art, nor would they be obvious to one of ordinary 
skill as routine or without an inventive step. Conventional methods of 
electrophoresis of proteins utilize samples that include buffering agents, 
denaturants, and/or other enhancers in addition to water.
